Brown University students 
shut CIA recruiting session 


Sy Undid Pmm mutmotlonal 

PROVIDENCE, R.I. — Several 
hundred Brown University students 
shut down a CIA recruiting session, . 
chanting a list of grievances ra n g in g 
from the mining of Nicaraguan bar* 
bors to alleged agency infiltration of 
campus peace groups. 

CIA officials said they would try 
again today to interview prospective 
applicants for the spy agency at the 
University. 

Steven Conn, a CIA recruiter from 
Boston, was forced to leave the 
school’s career planning center under 
a police escort, but school officials 
said an agency representative would 
be back today to try again. 


Several hundred demonstrators 
showed up at Monday's initial session. 
They recited a list of grievances 
against the CIA, ranging from the 
mining of Nicaraguan harbors to al- 
leged agency infiltration of campus 
peace groups. 

About 65 of the protesters faced 
possible suspension or dismissal after 
voluntarily signing a statement that 
they had disrupted a school function. 

At the sound of a police whistle, the 
protesters in the room interrupted 
Conn's address to prospective student 
applicants and began chanting their 
list of grievances. 

As Conn left under a police escort, 
he was followed by those students wfctf 
had come cooelftllilng a tareer hi the 
CIA. • 
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
